Later  the  plant 
was  offered  by  another  firm  under  the  name  of  “Giant 
Marsh  Mallows,”  but  there  is  absolutely  no  differ- 
ence between  these  plants  and  our  stock. 

They  commence  flowering  early  in  July  and  con- 
tinue until  late  in  September.  The  flowers  on  vigor- 
ous growing  plants  will  measure  from  ten  to  twelve 
inches  across.  We  offer  them  in  four  separate  colors.
